ious every Way worthy of that high Station, a magni- 
hcent Palace was prepar’d for him, and all ufual Marks 
bf Honour and Relpeét for his Reception, was paid him 
y as many of the Nobility defign’d for that Colony, as 
ere already arriv’d. He had a great Council chofen aud 
ppointed by the high Monarch, who fhould receive and 
nd out his Orders, as there might be Occalion, 

His firft Order was, That all the Nobility from their 
radles fhould be well inftruéted, co make a true Efti- 


mate of the Priviledge and Advantage a Noble Birth 
gives em, that they ought to know and believe that all 
Perteétions, both of Body and Mind, are no where 
found but in noble Blood, and that they are made of

Truth of what they were taught to know and believe. 
This was po fooner obtain’d, but the Colony was crouded 
every where with People of all Ranks and Faculties, in 
Hopes of advancing them{elves in Dignity, Riches and 
Reputation, from the Honour ot being employ’d in the 
Service of Perfons of high Quality.
